Of 
course wealthy New Yorkers are among 
the best consumers, outsid - of the m er­ 
chants who make a specialty of California 
fruit.

W e visited a tieid of sugar cane the other 
day, with a sugar m ill attached, on the 
place of J. T. McIntosh, and examined the 
operation d making syrup from the cane, 
and tested the product. Colonel Hogan 
and George Hall set to work last spring 
and plumed about forty acres on the [dace 
of J. T. McIntosh, some two or three miles 
north of Chico, and although there was 110 
rain after the seed was planted in the 
ground the grain grew very well, and a fair 
product of syrup is expected. 
W hile we 
understood from Messrs. Hogan and Hall 
that the product per acre was a fair one. 
there can be no doubt hut that a favorable 
3eason, with usual spring rain, would pro­ 
duce a much heavier crop of cane. 
The 
experiment shows that Butte county can 
produce all the sugar cane required for 
home consumption, and we believe there 
is no good reason why it should not be as 
profitably gr >wn as wheat and barley. 
At 
all events it would help out wonderfully, 
when the price of wheat should rule as 
low as it has the past two years.

TEE STANFORD ENDOWMENT. 


The San Francisco Chronide publishes 
what purports to he a detailed statement 
of the endowment by Governor Stanford 
of the educational institutions he is to 
found as a perpetual memorial of his atten­ 
tion for his deceased son. The account 
contains an extended description of the 
landed property, which, as the public has 
already been informed, Governor Stan­ 
ford proposes to make a part of the sum of 
liisendowment. Beyond this, the statement 
of the Ians for the 1 tú versity are so meager as 
to justify the assumption that the publica­ 
tion is not authoritative. Indeed, no other 
conclusion can he reached, since the cen­ 
tral thought and idea is' not at all ex­ 
plained or developed—to wit, the scheme 
of education which the Governor proposes 
shall be followed, and the great purposes 
which he desires the University to serv e. 
It 
is 
probable 
that 
the generalities 
are 
correct, 
but 
it 
ap]>ears. 
after 
careful reading, to Ik* vary little, if any­ 
more than has already been stated to the 
public, to wit, that the Palo Alto, the 
V ina and the Gridley farms are to be set 
aside 
for 
University- 
endow m ent; 
th at 
the 
University 
is 
to 
be 
lo­ 
cated at Palo A lto ; that the value of these 
estates—about five and a half million 
oí chillare—is to lie supplemented by a 
cash endowment, the exact amount of 
which has not yet been determined by 
Governor Stanford. 
So far as the plans 
for the school are concerned, the Chron­ 
icle's statement relates chiefly to buildings 
for them. 
W hile this is 
interesting, 
as 
must 
be 
anything, 
and 
every­ 
thing relating to 
the great 
work to 
which the Governor has determined to de­ 
vote the major portion of his wealth, it 
w ill be noted that no reference is made, 
save in a very general wa v, to the schools 
proper. 
The Chronicle says, and this is 
practically all it says outside of the de­ 
scriptions referred to : 
S en ato r S tanford has authorized th e follow ing 
statem en t or definition of his p ro je c t: T he 
b u ildings at Palo A lto will be constructed on 
th e general p la n of th e p arallelogram . T he 
firs! will he for th e m ale an d fem ale colleges, 
w h ich are to be d istin ct institutions, yet w ith 
an interdependence. T h e p lan o f th e buildings 
w ill be such as to adm it of expansions an d a d ­ 
d itio n s w hich from tim e to tim e th e necessities 
o f th e institution m ay require. 
An im jiortant 
step iti th e developm ent ot th e p lan w ill he the 
con stru ctio n o f b u ildings for paren ts a n d g u a rd ­ 
ian* of pupils and su ch o th e r persons us th e 
T rustees m ay designate, th is in th e hope th a t 
th ey m ay select Palo A lio as a tem porary or p er­ 
m an en t hom e, a n d th a t th e re n ta l from such 
buildings w ill co n stitu te a very considerable 
p art o f th e incom e of th e institution. 
If th is 
nojie should be fulfilled, th e estab lish m en t of 
prep arato ry schools w ill follow, so th a t facilities 
m ay la* afforded for th e ed u catio n of ch ild ren 
o f a ten d er age. T he project includes an ag ri­ 
c u ltu ral d ep artm en t an d special buildings for 
m ech an ical in -titu tes, m useum s and a rt gal 
¿cries connected w ith th e colleges. To crow n 
th e w hole in stitu tio n then* w ill be o th e r s tr ic t­ 
ures w hich w ill he devoted to in stru ctio n s in Hie 
science of governm ent, in law . in m edicine, 
p ain tin g , m usic, m echanics, an d , in fact, in all 
th e hig h er accom plishm ents. 
T his superior 
course w ill he free, an d those leading u p to it 
w ill he available at very m oderate tu itio n fees, 
All th e post graduates of th is am i o th e r univer- 
sitie sa n d colleges w ill b e c n title d to its ad v an ­ 
tages, as well as all o th er deserving persons. 
T h e f ¿under has provided th a t th e salaries paid 
to th e p r lessors and teach ers shall be liberal, 
in o rd er to induce th e leading Instructors Gf th e 
w orld to seek positions in th e faculty. 
So far as these statements arc concerned, 
they 
are such 
as the Governor has 
made to those with whom he communi­ 
cated upon the subject so constant in his 
thoughts, and 
that 
has absorbed so 
much of his time. 
We are justified in 
concluding 
that the 
attempt of 
the 
Chronicle is to forestall the full statement 
of facts, and that when the distinguished 
citizen, who proposes to do for this State 
what has been done by no other citizen for 
any other State in the Union, and jiossibly 
by no man for any other people under the 
sun, shall make public the details of his 
plans, that they will be clear, full and ex­ 
plicit; that the public will be made fully 
cognizant of, and to 
fully appreciate, 
tlie whole educational scheme which he 
has in contemplation, the means by which 
the ends in view will be accomplished ; the 
system of government under which the 
princely trusts are to lie administered, and 
very- nearly the exact income that will be 
derivable from the endowment for the sup­ 
port of the schools. Ahove all, that there 
will be a dear statement of the funda­ 
mental principles i:¡x>n which the whole 
educational system is to lie based, in order to 
lienefit the youth of this and coming gen- 
■fcrations, and which will give the naihe of 
Ivcland Stanford to all time as one who 
loved his fellow men. 


ment of vice and crime. Stead is right in 
saying that the offense for which he must 
serve a term in a debtor’s jail was his one 
blunder. 
It is the one and only thing his 
enemies have been able to fasten upon in 
all his exposures that was available. 
It 
remains that the facts he gave to the pub­ 
lic have not been, and cannot be, refuted. 
It remains that there is, and has long been 
carried on a horrible traffic- in female chil­ 
dren in London, and 
that the police 
authorities have been cognizant of and 
parties to it. 
It remains that the laws of 
England are inadequate to protect the 
virtue of female children against the wiles 
and assaults of rich roues and beastly lib­ 
ertines. 
It remains that in boasted Eng­ 
land there is more protection and aid 
given to the owner of á dog in search­ 
ing for and recovering that property 
than to the parent who invokes tlie aid 
of the law to rescue his child from her 
abductors. 
It remains that there is tol­ 
erated in England a regular system of 
marketing young virgins to the lusts of 
bestial men, and that while a woman can­ 
not at a given age consent to be married, 
cannot make a lawful contract or lie held 
for debt or served with civil process, 
site can consent to be ruined. 
S o m atter 
what influences are brought to bear, short 
of physical force, to bring her to ruin, she 
has no remedy- in the law. Tlie Queen of 
England and her council can serve the 
cause of hum anity by pardoning Stead for 
his technical offense. 
The very- fact of his 
conviction and punishment by so light a 
term of imprisonment as three months, 
and the light punishment of others charged 
with him, who were not acting under the 
same commendable motive that actuated 
him, is damaging proof of the inadequacy 
of English law to right great wrongs 
against females. Suppose Stead- to have 
been one of the rascals whose horrible do­ 
ings lie exposed; snppose him to have, in 
facl, been guilty- of stealing from her pa­ 
rents a female child, and to have inde­ 
cently assaulted her by the aid of a physi­ 
cian to ascertain her purity, how farcical 
it would have been to have sentenced him 
to imprisonment in a common jail for six 
months, or even six years. 
Death on the 
gibbet would be too much honor for such a 
beast. 


T h e Call puts it that the present excite­ 
ment about the Chinese, and the assaults 
upon them, are due to the fact that the 
laws of Congress are not enforced—th at 
the people are simply trying to do what 
the Federal authorities should have done. 
In one sense this may he true. 
But that 
the laws have not been enforced is due to 
their inherent weakness,and their extreme 
tenderness of the “ rig h ts” of a lot of 
foreigners who have no rights, except such 
as are secured to them by treaty. Another 
cause of the failure of the law is the 
cupidity and rascality of some of our own 
people, who barter their birth-rights for 
the sake of what they can make out of the 
business of smuggling in Chinese in de­ 
fiance of the law. 
The Federal officials 
have not been over active, but give them 
their due—they have been hampered at 
every step, crippled bv the contradictory 
and uncertain interpretations of the law, 
and the red tape and parchment orders of 
the W ashington authorities, and, above all, 
have been made timid by the senseless 
prate of the sickly sentimentalists of the 
East. 


S e n a t o r 
S t a n f o r d ’s 
views on the 
fruit shipment question are given else­ 
where this morning. 
It will be seen that 
he does not antagonize small shipments 
1 eeause they are small. 
But he holds 
that it is an absolute essential that car 
lots must be forwarded, and for a common 
point, per ear, as it is impossible to secure 
fast shipment and sjieedy delivery of lots 
less than a carload which are destined for 
divers [mints. 
He adds that the carriers 
do not care how car lots are made up, or 
how many lots are in each car, so long as 
tlie carload is not to be broken in bulk 
until its destination is reached. 
But he 
sets forth the impracticability of stopping 
a fruit train to unload a part carload at 
one [mint and a part carload for another 
point, and so on. 
The result of such a

Yesterday, however, his old friends 
in Chico were agreeably surprised to see 
him here.

The State Convention of Fruit-Growers 
met yesterday in San Francisco at 1 p . m . 
Professor E. W. Hiigard presided. The 
business was to resume consideration of the 
fruit transportation question discussed at 
the session of September 24th and 25th. 
The Chair called for the report of the 
Committee on Transportation and Market" 
ing of Caliiornia fruit. 
Mr. Aiken, as Chairman of the commit­ 
tee, submitted the report, which was read 
by Secretary Livermore. The re p o r t was 
as follow s: 
To the Con vent ion oj Fruit Grou'trs of California.: 
Api*>iiited by your C onvention w hich m et in 
San F rancisco on th e 24th o f Septem ber, 1885, a 
co m m ittee “ to perfect th e d etails o f organiza­ 
tion of a corporation for th e protection of th e ir 
m u tu al in terests a n d th e disposal of th e ir pro­ 
duce,” w e proceeded im m ediately to organize 
a n d w ork. 
We w ere w ell aw are of th e arduous ch aracter 
o f the d u ties im posed upon us, an d o f th e com ­ 
p licated n a tu re of th e problem s we w ere set to 
solve. 
We took for o u r “ sailing d irections” tw o con­ 
tro llin g facts, viz., th a t in order to achieve suc­ 
cess we m ust, first, m aterially cheapen th e rates 
of freig h t on C alifornia fruits to all E astern con­ 
sum ption m arket*, an d system atize th e tra n s­ 
p ortation of such fruits thereto, a t th e sam e 
tim e developing those m arkets to th e utm ost, in 
o rd e r to iu su re profitable sale for th e constantly 
in creasin g produce of C alifornia fruits. Second, 
th a t in o rd er to successfully accom plish th e first 
w e need ed to get to g eth er th e body o f th e fru it­ 
grow ers o f C alifornia in one organization of 
“ u n ited co-operation,” based upon th e ir ow n 
m u tu al interests and m u tu al protection. 
In o rd er th a t w e m ig h t act u n d erstau d in g ly 
am i effectively w e n eed ed to know , first, tn e 
field we h a d to cover, to know w ith at least a p ­ 
p ro x im ate reliab ility how m any fruit-producers 
we h ad to deal w ith, w here located an d w h at 
w as th e ir product: also, how m uch fruit, o f v a ­ 
rious k in d s.w as scut to E astern m arkets,w heuce 
sh ip p ed a u d to w h at m ark ets o f consum ption 
consigned. 
For o u r inform ation, in th e first p articu lar, 
we app lied to th e “ Board of H o rticu ltu re,” an d 
w ere courteously fu rnished by th e S ecretary the 
list used in his office, o f th e p arties interested 
in fru it c u ltu re th ro u g h o u t C alifornia. 
It com ­ 
prised an alp h ab etically a rran g ed list of nam es 
an d locations, upw ard o f 5,000 in num ber, but 
en tirely w ith o u t any inform ation as to num ber, 
variety a n d age ot trees, am ount o f product, 
e x te n t an d d irection o f shipm ents a n d such 
k in d red inform ation as is absolutely necessary 
to be som ew here accessible to th e fruit-grow er 
in o rd er th a t he m ay h an d le his business undcr- 
standingly. 
P roceeding to m ake th e best use possible of 
th is list, we m ailed to each p arty th ereo n o u r 
circu lars of O ctober 1, 1885, tw o in num ber, 
h ereto a tta c h e d as ex h ib its isos. 1 an d 2. Sub­ 
sequent studies of the list by th e respective 
m em bers of o u r com m ittee, w ith reference to 
th e ir respective counties, im press th em w ith 
th e fact th a t th e list was very far short o f com ­ 
plete, as to th e fruit-grow ers of th e ir localities 
kn o w n to them selves. 
P articu larly w as th is 
po in ted out to be th e fact w ith reference to th e 
counties o f S anta C lara an d Los A ngeles, aud, 
on co m m u n icatin g w ith th e Assessors of those 
counties, y o u r com m ittee w ere “ inform ed th a t 
1,400 persons in S an ta C lara, an d over 1,700 in 
Los A ngeles w ere assessed as ow ners o f o rch ­ 
ards, w hile less th a n o n e-h alf th a t n u m b er 
ap p eared on th e list of ‘ th e Board o f H orticult­ 
ure,' ou w h ich we h ad based o u r w ork, an d 
w hich h as alw ays been th e accep ted list o f 4 the 
fruit-grow ers oi C alifornia.’ ” 
T he Assessor’s 
list o f Los A ngeles county lias reach ed us, but 
too la te to be used for th e purposes o f th is con­ 
vention, w h ile th e list of « an ta C lara county 
has no t y et reached us. involving m an y days of 
clerical w ork o f an ex p ert t<» prepare. 
U n­ 
doub ted ly th e sam e fact is tru e o f all th e o th er 
counties of th e «tale, so rap id everyw here has 
boon th e grow th o f th e interest, an d it m ay l>e 
safely stated th a t o u r circu lars h av e no t been 
ad d ressed to one h a lf ol the people o f th e State 
w ho are d irectly in terested in fru it culture, 
though th ey have been addressed to upw ards of 
5,000 d ifferent nam es in th e State. 
We su b m it 
th a t th is condition ol things affords, in itself, an 
un an sw erab le argum ent iu favor o f som e o rg an ­ 
ized U nion o f th e fruit-grow ers, w hereby th e ir 
rap id ly grow ing interests m a y b e fostered au d 
protected, 
lu th e present condition o f th in g s 
th ey can n o t be even ascertained, au d th e w hole 
a rn iy o f fruit-grow ers m a y b e p u t to rout an d 
stam p ed ed in to insolvency before w e rightly 
know w ho com pose it. or o n w h at lin e it is open 
to attack . 
Soon receiving num erous letters of in q u iry as 
to details, from parties w ho had received o u r 
first issue o f circulars (viz., ex h ib its Nos. 1 an d 
2), we d rew up a n d sen t ou t to all on th e afore­ 
said State H o rticu ltu ral B oard list of F ru it­ 
grow ers, w e h av in g n o other, tw o ad d itio n al 
circulars, e x h ib it 3, setting forth th e plan and 
d etails o f a sim ila r organization, w hich th e 
F lo rid a fruit-grow ers h av e b een com pelled to 
adopt to pro tect them selves from evils sim ilar 
to, th o u g h far less serious th a n those th a t 
now th re a te n th e C aliiornia fru it-g ro w er; also 
e x h ib it 1, w hich w as calcu lated to answ er 
m any in q u iries an d objections called out by o u r 
first circulars. 
All of these circu lars are sub­ 
m itted as a p art o f th is report, as in d icatin g th e 
line o f th is com m ittee’s w ork, and as fu rn ish in g 
valu ab le m aterial for th e action o f an y com ­ 
m ittee or org an izatio n th a t m ay succeed to the 
w ork of th is com m ittee, for w c are convinced 
th a t th e subject, being now opened, w ill never 
be allow ed again to rest or pause u n til a “ Pro­ 
tective U nion” o f th e fruit-grow ers o f C alifornia 
is estab lish ed in som e form . 
N othing short of 
th e blindest, m ost inconceivable folly, or, w h at 
is worse, sectional differences, over-riding the 
g en eral good, can m uch longer prevent th e re ­ 
alization o f th is, so m uch needed, •* U nion.” 
In o u r before-described correspondence w ith 
th e in d iv id u al fruit-grow ers w c h av e lim ited 
ourselves to th e general presentm ent of th e idea 
o f organization and unio n , deem ing th e d etails 
m atters m ore proj»erly to be discussed by the 
subscribers to any organization th a t m ay be 
form ed as th e result o f your convention action. 
We h av e no t felt w arran ted in presen tin g a rti­ 
cles of incorporation or by law s of th e eoq>or- 
ation co n tem p lated by th e resolutions o f the 
convention o f S eptem ber 21, 1885. 
We hav e opened no lists o f subscription for 
stock in such corporation, alth o u g h w e hav e 
received a large n u m b er o f letters ten d erin g the 
sam e. 
We are aw are th a t u n d e r th e resolutions of 
th e previous convention we m ig h t hav e been 
justified in so doing, blit a m atu re consideration 
of th e su b ject concluded us in th e opinion th a t 
it was w iser to w ait for a renew ed a n d m ore 
definite expression o f opinion from a second 
convention, m ore 
num erously 
atten d ed 
by 
fru it grow ers w ho h av e been carefully co n sid ­ 
erin g th e w hole subject since th e last conven­ 
tion, an d w ho h av e given du e th o u g h t to o u r 
circu lars ad d ressed to th em . 
We felt confident 
th a t such a convention w ould reaffirm , iu th e 
m ost positive w ay, th e recom m endation ot the 
first convention, in favor of a corporation to se­ 
cure an organized u nion o f fruit-grow ers, but 
w c also fell an d do hope, th a t in so doing we 
sh all be reliev ed o f som e o f the responsibility 
o f d ecid in g u p o n all th e num erous difficult 
«tints o f d etails, a n d th a t w e m ay find in th e 
a te r con v en tio n lig h t 
a n d 
suggestive aid, 
w hich n a tu ra lly th e w hole convention could 
not afford, th e w hole subject being so new an d 
little considered. 
H aving th u s addressed ourselves to o u r fel­ 
low fruit-grow ers, an d placed th e subject m a t­ 
te r as fully before them as o u r lim ited facilities 
an d tim e en ab led us to do, w e tu rn e d ou r a tte n ­ 
tion to th e even m ore im p o rtan t d u ty o f e n ­ 
deav o rin g to solve th e freig h t problem , assum ­ 
ing, as before stated , th a t w ith o u t very m aterial 
red u ctio n of freig h t charges on all C alifornia 
fru it, to all E astern m arkets, th e fru it interests 
Of th e S tate h a d alread y reached a point w hence 
th ey m ust seriously declin e in value for th e 
lack o f ab ility to find profitable m ark ets for 
th e ir produce. 
Ju d g in g it to be good policy to go d irect to 
h e ad q u a rters on th e subject, we sent a w ritten 
in v itatio n to P resid en t L elaad Stanford, o f the 
S ou th ern Pacific C om pany, to m eet us at our 
com m ittee room s an d discuss th e question. 
This he accepted, an d in th e presence of all 
y o u r com m ittee, th e m ost am ple consideration 
was given to th e m a tte r o f railro ad freights 
and facilities to E astern m ark ets, as relatin g to 
th e future o f th e C alifornia fru it interests. 
We are able, therefore, to say, on th e personal 
assu ran ce o f President Stanford, th a t he fully 
recognizes th e g reat im portance of th e fru it 
interests to th e State au d in its ab ility to afford 
freight to th e tran sp o rtatio n com panies rep re­ 
sen ted by h im . 
He stated his conviction tn a t, 
properly m anaged au d fostered, it w ould, in 
future, becom e th e m ost im p o rtan t in terest of 
th e S tate, an d th a t, for th a t reason, it was 
sound business policy for th e railroads to e n ­ 
courage it, if for no o th er reason, because o f th e 
tran sp o rtatio n business it w ould afford them . 
He, how ever, ex p lain ed th a t u n d e r th e pres­ 
e n t system of tran sp o rtatio n , on th e overland 
express passenger train s, no in creased facilities 
could be afforded, for th e average of four ears 
daily, now req u ired on such tra in s d u rin g the 
fruit season w ere th e ex trem e lim it o f th e ir ca­ 
pacity to h an d le, a n d w ere, in fact, frequently 
a serious d rag to them . 
He stated th a t, as a u a ltern ativ e m easure of 
relief, h is com panies w ere w illin g to p u t on 
” special fru it train s” o f fifteen cars, th re e tim es 
a w eek, o r as m uch often er as needed, a t th e 
rate o f $300 per car of ten tons, to Chicago, pro­ 
vided th e fruit-grow ers w ould so organize tn eir 
shipm ents as to co n tract specifically to fill such 
trains, so th a t they m ig h t be reg u larly dis­ 
patch ed on schedule tim e. 
He ex p lain ed , iu 
detail, w hy it w as necessary th a t th ere should 
be regularly an d reliably provided loads for 
such train s before th ey coula be p u t on. point­ 
ing o u t th a t w ith o u t some organized d irection 
o f th e fru it shipm ents an excess o f cars m ight 
be offered one d ay a n d none th e n ex t, so th a t 
definitely th e tran sp o rtatio n com panies m ust 
kuow w hom to look to for th e loaning o f such 
tra in s before th ey could pu t th em on. 
H e en tered into d etails o f how such train s 
could easily be m ade up by a proper fruit 
grow ers’ organization, by details from th # v ari 
cus producing localities, a n d clearly dem on 
stratc-d th a t it w ould prove an actu al benefit to 
so organize for th e system atizing of th e ir E ast­ 
ern shipm ents. 
R eplying to d irect inquiries, he 
said th a t th e train s should be specially eq u ip ­ 
ped for th e bu-iness, every w ay ad ap ted to safe 
tran sp o rtatio n of green fruits, a n d th a t th ey 
w ould be run on fa n tim e, stopping only for 
w ater a n d fuel, a n d consequently being so m uch 
m ore stead y in m otion, w ould, in his ju dgm ent, 
tran sp o rt green fruits b etter th a n h ad th e e x ­ 
press train s, w hich slopped so m uch m ore fre­ 
quen tly to r m ails, etc. 
H e stated th a t he w ould 
use all his influence w ith all connecting E astern 
roads to ob tain a proportionate rate a n d tim e 
for C alifornia fruit cars, clear th ro u g h to th e 
A tlantic seaboard, an d , tho u g h he could not 
. now b in d such roads, he th o u g h t wc m ig h t 
safely count on it, if we could only organize o u r 
business to m ake u p th e tra in s in C alifornia. 
; O n a sim ilar organization of special tra in s for 
' fruit, c n slow or o rd in ary freight tim e, he gave 


us to u n d erstan d th a t h is com panies w ould 
m ake a rate of 8200 p er carload o f ten tons to 
C hicago, w h en ev er th e fru it shippers’ organiza­ 
tion w ould fu rn ish loads for tra in s of not less 
th a n fifteen cars a t a tim e. 
He o u tlin ed to us, 
in q u ite su rp risin g d etail, his view s o f how th e 
fru its could easily, u n d e r pro p er organization, 
be gotten to g eth er to load such special fru it 
tram s, w ith reg u larity , a u d even w ith g reater 
econom y o f lead in g th a n at p re s e n t; how E ast­ 
ern consum ption m ark ets could a n d should be 
h an d led , u n d er p roperly organized business 
effort, so th a t, w ith th e low er freight rates ren ­ 
dered possible by th e special fruit tra in system , 
a vast ex ten sio n o f th e m ark ets for C alifornia 
fruits m ig h t be realized. 
W ith such assu ran ces from su ch a source, 
your com m ittee considers th a t th e freight ques­ 
tion m ay be accepted as favorably solved, if 
only th e fruit-grow ers w ill so organize as to 
co n tract for 
special 
fruit train s at regular 
dates. 
To form a safe ju d g m en t as to o u r ab ility to 
do so a t present, w e found w e needed m uch 
fu ller statistics o f th e eastw ard .shipm ents o f 
C alifornia fru its 
th a n h av e ev er heretofore 
been accessible to fruit-grow ers. A ll previously 
pub lish ed statistics h av e sim ply given the ag­ 
gregate q u a n titie s shipped, w ith o u t any light 
as to kinds, point o f sh ipm ent a n d point of 
destination. 
All these should have been ac­ 
cessible to every fruit-grow er, h a d th e in terest 
hud its necessary organization. Doubtless these 
facts w ere know n to th e E astern speculators, 
w ho are alm ost exclusively h a n d liu g th e C ali­ 
fornia fruits in th e East, bu t such inform ation 
as is possessed by th em is a sealed book to C ali­ 
fornia fruit-grow ers. 
W e w ere therefore com ­ 
pelled to h av e recourse to A. N. Tow ne, M an­ 
ager of th e S outhern Pacific C om pany, w ho 
courteously und erto o k to com pile from th e 
vario u s s h ip p in g offices o f th e railro ad s u nder 
his coutrol such inform ation as could th ere be 
found. 
It proved to be 
a w ork involving 
m uch tim e, a n d we have only received it 
barely in tim e to su b m it h e re w ith recom puted 
in to carloads, show ing only “ green fruits,” 
v iz :

18*5 op to O ctober 1st, w e deduce th a t. 11 a >l th e 
fruit-grow ers been organized so as to have co n ­ 
tracted for special fruit train s they could easily 
have loaded such tra in s a t least as often as 
every altern ate day, au d th u s h av e secured th e 
ircig h t ou th is fru it a t ra es probably not over 
h a lf w h at th ey h av e paid. 
At S100 p er e ar for 
freight train s, an d food for passenger train s, th e 
fru it h as p aid $499,400 freight, w hile, u n d er th e

Besides th is th e low er freight fate tints 
a ttain ab le w ould h av e perm itted of the profita­ 
ble shipm ent of a very considerable q u an tity of 
green fruit w hich w as not m ark eted at all this 
season, bul spoiled iu tlie grow ers’ o rch ard be­ 
cause it could not find an y profit in going to 
m ark et a t e x istin g freight costs. 
T h e statem en t also show s th a t not one single 
carlo ad w as sh ip p ed direct to New York, B os­ 
ton, P h ilad elp h ia o r o th e r o f th e large A tlantic 
centers o f population. Such supplies us re a d ie d 
th is A tlantic coast population, n atu rally very- 
large consum ers o f fruits because non-producers 
a n d largely possessed o f th e m eans to buy, m ust 
liavo com e to th em at second hands through 
Chicago. Can it be doubted, in face of th is 
show ing, th a t w ith a proper organization w hich, 
by ch eap freights a n d direct shipm ents, keep­ 
ing up a reg u lar supply in th ese m arkets, w ill 
afford C alifornia fruits as cheaply as th ey have 
heretoforefoeen afforded in Chicago, th ere w ill 
be created an enorm ous outlet for C alifornia 
fruits 
We believe it u n d en iab le th a t such w ill 
prove to he th e case, a u d th a t these m ark ets 
m ay th u s be developed so as to at least double 
tlie total consum ption o f C alifornia fruits. 
We 
believe, also, th a t th e m id d le country, w hich 
has been, th u s far, proportionally th e 'b e s t de­ 
veloped, w ill, u n d e r th e stim u lu s ó f fow erprices 
and reg u lar supplies, consum e largely increased 
q u an tities over w h at it is now taking, an d we 
feel the m ost confident justification in saying to 
th e fruit-grow ers o f C alifornia th a t ito n lv needs 
th e ir u n ited action in organizing th e ir business 
to secure th ese m ost profitable results, w hich 
now , for lack o f business-like organization, are 
en tirely escaping them . 
R eferring to th e statem en t of eastw ard sh ip ­ 
m ents of C alifornia g reen fruits, we call a tte n ­ 
tio n to th e tact th a t th e business o f shipping 
com pacts itself into only seven term in al ship­ 
ping points; 
th a t eig h t ten th s o f th e w hole 
shipm ent is h a n d le d at one term ina! point, viz: 
S acram ento; th a t over n in e ten th s of th e total 
is h an d led a t th e tw o term in als—S acram ento 
an.! San Jose. 
T his in itself, w e th in k , furnishes a conclusive 
an sw er to those w ho dw ell upon th e difficulties 
o f o p eratin g tlie proposed U nion because of tlie 
w ide e x te n t of field it m ust cover. 
W e a re confident th a t th is difficulty is im ag- 
iuarv and w ill e n tirely d isap p ear u n d e r good 
business organization. 
We are w ell aw are, of 
course, th a t not all th e cars disp atch ed from 
tiiese tw o poiuts w ere actu ally loaded there, 
h u t from these poinis, as a nucleus, all the 
loading, a t th e ad jacen t p oints o f production, 
can be read ily an d system atically supervised, 
a n d tran sp o rtatio n ou 
tim e reliab ly p re a r­ 
ranged. 
A sking th e th o u g h tfu l consideration o f all th e 
foregoing facts by all fruit-grow ers, we now beg 
to subm it to th e m o u r conclusions, viz.: 
1. We, m ore th a n ev er before, urge upon th em 
th e absolute necessity o f a co-operative u n io n , 
an d we rep eat o u r recom m endation for th e in ­ 
corporation of th e •‘ C alifornia F ru it U nion" in 
su b stan tially th e m a n n e r contem plated by th e 
resolutions of your C onvention o f Septem ber 
1, 18». 
We have, in th e course o f o u r com m u­ 
n icatio n s w ith in d iv id u a l fruit-grow ers, w ho 
are also shippers, received m any suggestions 
w orthy of carelu l consideration, a n d som e of 
th em we h av e decided to recom m end to the 
adoption of your convention as m odifications ot 
th e p lan o rig in ally u n d e r debate. 
N am ely: We 
recom m end th a t th e privilege of subscription to 
cap ital stock o f th e U nion be e x ten d ed to ow n­ 
ers o f acreage of sm all fruits a n d of vegetables, 
for w c are convinced th a t these m ay find large 
m ark ets in th e E ast u n d e r th e facilities o f th e 
U nion—th e form er in som e form o f th e now so 
successful ‘‘cold storage ear, ’ a u d th e la tte r in 
o rd in a ry cars su itab le lor th e ir safe tran sp o rta­ 
tion, h u t at rates o f freight less th a n fruit rates, 
an d specially to be arran g ed h ereafter w ith th e 
tran sp o rtatio n com panies, w ho prom ise every 
encouragem ent to th is p articu lar interest w hen 
organized, in o rd er to b u ild u p a trade. T he 
business th u s created w ould be a m ost v aluable 
ad ju n ct, as it w ould furnish freight to go w ith 
th e early fruits a t a tim e w hen freight is needed 
to m ak e u p train s. 
2. We recom m end th a t th e privilege o f sub­ 
scription to cap ital stock of th e U nion be e x ­ 
ten d ed to ow ners o t o rch ard s of all kinds, 
w h e th er E astern shippers or not, since m any 
such ow ners have expressed a desire to join the 
U nion because its operations 
in 
ex ten d in g 
E astern sh ipm ents w ould, by relieving th e local 
m arkets, largely benefit th em in th e ir local 
sales. 
3. We recom m end th a t th e p rivilege o f sub­ 
scription to th e stock o f th e U nion be not lim ­ 
ited to acreage alread y bearing, fo rcv en though 
acreage be not yet in bearing, it w ill at once 
reap larg e benefits from th e "U nion," and m any 
ow ners o f su ch acreage desire to subscribe. 
4. W e recom m end th a t stockholders o f th e 
“ O nion” be allow ed th e option of selling th e ir 
fru it to th e U nion a t a m u tu ally agreed price, 
d u ly loaded in th e cars at p o in t o f shipm ent, 
should th ey prefer it to sh ip p in g th ro u g h th e 
U nion to consum ption 
m ark ets an d ta k in g 
a ctu al av ails o f sales. 
5. We recom m end th a t sto ckholders of th e 
U nion, w ho, besides being fruit-grow ers, have 
been also fru it shippers on th e ir ow n account 
to E astern consum ption m ark et, m ay iu any 
sh ip m en ts they m ay m ake through th e Union 
nam e th e point of d eslin atio n an d th e p arty to 
w hom consigned of th e ir trim , provided th a t 
th e “ U n io n '' m ay also exercise advisory super­ 
vision, to avoid, so far as possible, d u p licate 
s h ip m e n tsto sam e d estin atio n a n d consequent 
loss to both shippers. 
6. We recom m end th a t th e n u m b er of T rustees 
of th e Union be increased to nine, so th a t each 
locality m ay be represented. 
7. We recom m end th a t stockholders o f th e 
U nion, w ho hav e o u tstan d in g contracts for 
th e ir produce in advance, m ay be p erm u ted to 
fill such co n tracts th ro u g h th e U nion, d esig n at­ 
ing th e delivery of said produce to th e d e stin a ­ 
tion and p arties to w hom it is alread y so con­ 
tracted . 
8. We recom m end th a t in th e division of th e 
net profits ot th e •• U n io n " th ere be allo tted to 
th e stockholders of th e U nion d iv id en d s of not 
exceeding six per cen t, p er an n u m on th e ir 
s to c k ; n ex t, th a t th e re be allo tted tw o p e r cent, 
to a p e rm an en t reserve fund o f th e U nion, a n d 
lh a t all Ih e rem ain in g profits be divided am ong 
th e subscribers to th e U nion consigning produce 
th ro u g h said U nion 
proportionately to th e 
am o u n t o f produce so consigned, th e 'in tern be­ 
ing to m ak e th# Union essentially a “ co-opcra- 
tio a " for th e profit of fruit-grow ers. 


9. We recom m end th a t in th e law s o f th e 
U nion provision be m ade th a t no stock sh all be 
issued except to th e ow ners o f aeieage. such as 
hereinbefore d e sig n a te d ; th a t no tran sfer of 
stock be m ade as associated w ith such acreage ; 
th a t voting o f shares, at all m eetings, be re­ 
stricted to such ow ners o f a c re a g e ; th a t voting 
by proxy be also restricted, as far as legally pos­ 
sible, to th e en d lh a t th e control of th e U nion be 
m a in ta in e d in th e fruit-grow ers them selves. 
10. W e recom m end th a t a ll officers o f th e U nion 
placed in positions o f tru st be required by th e 
Trustees to give good an d sufficient bonds for 
th e faithful discharge o f th e ir respective duties. 
A nd finally, these recom m endations o f m odi­ 
fication being d u ly en g raited ou th e original 
p lan as ratified by y o u r C onvention o f Septem ­ 
ber 24 ,1885, we recom m end th a t th e C onvention 
now proceed to adopt a n id e s o f incorporation 
of th e C alifornia F ru it U nion, a n d tak e all th e 
necessary steps to com plete th e organization 
thereof. 
W illiam II. A iken. R . J. T rum bull, Abbot 
K inney, A Block, H oratio P. L iverm ore, F. C. 
D eI.ong, M orris M. Estee, C om m ittee ou O rgani­ 
zation. 
Upon tlie conclusion of the reading of 
the report, M. M. Estee moved that it be 
adopted. Seconded. 


THE DISCUSSION. 
The question was asked w hat was in­ 
tended by trains of fifteen ears when it 
m ust be a complete train ? 
Mr. Livermore answered, that it would 
need to be a complete train wlxen it left 
Sacramento, the principal shipping point. 
The question was asked, whether in case 
of cars going from San Jcse the price 
would be $:i00 from that place or from Sac­ 
ram ento ? 
Mr. Livermore thought lines not entirely 
owned by the main transportation com­ 
pany would charge, but when the ear 
struck the main line no charge would be 
made from there to Sacramento. 
in answer to a question he said New­ 
castle would remain a shipping point, the 
same as now, and its cars added when 
train arrives there. 
G. \V. Hancock, of Sacramento, moved 
as a substitute for the pending motion, 
that the report be accepted and placed on 
file. . This he did in order to get it before 
ihe Convention for proper action, so that it 
could tie considered by paragraphs. 
Mr. Estee, óf Napa, opposed tlie motion, 
saying it would not be debatable, and 
would bury tlie report. 
Mr. Aiken said the purpose of the com­ 
mittee is, that if the report was adopted, 
that the stockholders would meet Wednes­ 
day morning to organize. 
Mr. Hancock claimed that no one could 
discuss tlie report, because it did not give 
any idea of the details of the organization, 
and hence no one would kuow whether 
they desired to become stockholders or not. 
Mr. Livermore replied that the plan was 
indicated by the resolution adopted at the 
last meeting, and it had also been set forth 
in circulars since issued. 
H e then read 
the articles of incorporation, saying they 
might throw some light upon the subject. 


CUTTING THE KNOT. 
Mr. Kinnv, of Los Angeles, moved, as a 
means of cutting the knot, that the con­ 
clusions of the report be taken up seriatim, 
discussed and voted upon. 
The previous motions were ignored, and 
this one adopted. The Secretary then read 
Recommendation No. 1, affixed at the close 
of the report. 
Mr. Itusseli, of Haywards, desired to 
know whether*—if he did not raise any 
fruit, but did raise potatoes—he could sub­ 
scribe to stock on the acreage of potatoes 
he grew ? 
Mr. Livermore said Governor Stanford 
had remarked that he thought early in the 
season, when there was but little fruit to 
ship, as large a business of shipping of po­ 
tatoes might be effected as there is now at 
the East in Bermuda potatoes. He thought 
such produce might be arranged for. 
Mr. Block, of San Jose, said that in con­ 
versation witli Governor Stanford, in dis­ 
cussing tlie small am ount of fruit on hand 
at the time cherries are ripe, and referring 
to the requiring of a full train, etc., he said 
prices could probably he arranged, so that 
a large traffic m ight be worked up at that 
season of tlie year. 
After some further remarks the recom­ 
mendation was adopted. 
No. 2 was then read, and unanimously 
adopted without debate. 
No. 3 was then discussed, the remarks 
being directed to limiting carefully the 
issuance of stock. 
Drury Melone made some spirited re­ 
marks, in which tie stated that a certain 
fruit shipper had said that his firm had 
commenced shipping with a capital of 
$250,000, and in four years had made 


A M ILLION DOLLARS. 
A. T. Hatch said he did not intend to 
make any remarks at this convention, but 
when such a statement was made lie 
thought il his duty to say that he did not 
believe the statement, and he called upon 
tlie speaker to give names. 
Mr. Melone replied that he would do so; 
that it was W ashington Porter, of Porter 
Bros., and he told Morris M. Estee so. 
[Great commotion.} 
“ I call upon Mr. 
Estee to say whether or not my statement 
is true?” 
A BREEZE. 
Mr. Estee—I don't see what that has to 
do here, but inasmuch as I am asked 1 will 
say that Mr. Porter did make that state­ 
ment to me. 
[Renewed commotion, with 
audience looking over to Mr. Hatch.] 
The recommendation was then amended 
to make it read that stcck should only be 
issued upon the acreage already planted to 
trees, etc. So amended, the num ber was 
then unanimously adopted. 
Considerable discussion was held on 
recommendation No. 4. 
John T. Doyle, in remarks made, entered 
somewhat upon a general review of the 
proposed fruit train proposition. 
He said 
he was not, perhaps, apt to look upon rail­ 
roads with over much favor, but in this 
case he was of the opinion that the offer of 
tlie railroad officials to tak ea train o f fifteen 
cars each alternate day for $300 per car, the 
train starting from a central point like 
Sacramento, was a very fair one. 
This 
train would be run through as quickly as 
passenger trains, but instead of making 25 
miles per hour and then stopping so long 
at stations, the fruit train would only run 
about 18 miles per hour and make few 
stops. 
A. T. Hatch asked whether a member of 
this corporation, when formed, could sell 
his fruit to anyone outside of the company, 
if he was offered more for it. 
Mr. Estee replied: 


MOST CERTAINLY HE COULD, 
As often as he pleased, but his common 
sense would urge him to put his fruit where 
lie held stock. 
He looked upon many of 
the questions asked and objections made 
as in the nature of a disposition to pull 
down the effort to form an association. 
He said, if those present wanted to organ­ 
ize. and so organize as to be benefited by 
it, and if the}- would determine to make a 
success of it, they could do so. [Applause.] 
L. A Rose, of Los Angeles, made some 
remarks in favor of organization, but he 
wanted to know w hatw ereto be thedetaile 
of operations. 
He advised caution in 
methods. 
Let us get a $300 car-load rate 
for all shipments, and the problem would 
be at once solved. 
The •recommendation under considera­ 
tion was then adopted, 
• 
The remaining recommendations in the 
report were then considered together, and 
discussed in a general way by a large num ­ 
ber of speakers. 
No. 7 was amended by adding at the close 
these words, “provided such contracts do 
not extend beyond one year.” 
In No. 8 tie re was quite a discussion 
concerning the division of profits, but it 
was finally passed, and all the recom­ 
mendations contained in the report were 
adopted as amended. 
Quite a debate followed upon the general 
plan and purpose of the organization. 
A. T. Hatch said he was looked upon as 
a sort of obstructionist. 
H e had been 
frowned down i n a former Convention, 
and there was an effort at this meeting to 
talk him down. 
If the Convention an­ 
swered the purpose for which the first 
Convention was called, he would partici­ 
pate in the movement. 
He thought the 
present body meant business, and if so, he 
was in. 
Mr. Booth, of Roseville, referred to the 
fruit-shippinir organization at Newcastle, 
which had 
been 
very successful. 
He 
wanted to know if the 'men comprising it 
were to be ruled out of this organization 
unless fliev gave up their fruit-shipping to 
parties in the East. 
Mr. Livermore answered that they could, 
by putting a little money into this associ­ 
ation for membership, have the benefits of 
the association, but afterwards admitted 
that under the proposed organization they 
could not consign to parties in the East 
unless approved by the manager of the 
corporation. 
A letter was read from General Bidwell. 
indorsing the proposed corporation, and 
subscribing for 250 shares. H e would sub­ 
scribe for more as his orchards increased in 
acreage. 
THE NEWCASTLE ORGANIZATION. 
O n motion of Mr. Kinney, a committee 
of seven was appointed, consisting of L. J. 
Rose, M. M. Estee, H. Livermore, A . K in­ 
ney, T. W . Madeley, G. W . Hancock and 
Senator Buck, to draft by-laws and present 
the same to a meeting of stockholders ot 
the proposed corporation, to be held to­ 
morrow morning at 9 o'clock at the same 
place, then to organize. 
The Convention then adjourned sine die. 
After adjournm ent, m any w ent forward 


and subscribed for stock, and very many 
were heard to say that they would not go 
further with the movement, as it was not 
for the relief of fruit-growers in general, 
but only for the stockholders, and that the 
grower had no voice in selling his fruit, 
but the manager sold or shipped whenever 
he pleased, and finally returned whatever 
the rules of the corporation would permit 
to be paid over. 


THE 
FRÍ1T CHOP. 


S e n a to r S ta n fo r d ’s V iew s on I ts S h ip m e n t 
a n d S a le . 
In a recent interview on fruit shipping 
Senator Stanford said : 
“ The only way to 
co-operate is to lum p the shipment, and 
each man receive a share of the net pro­ 
ceeds commensurate with his shipment. 
The objection as to pro-rating on good and 
bad fruit is a fair point, but it can be easily 
met. 
The Association must employ a 
grader who has no interest in the ship­ 
ments, and who will grade the quality of 
each m an’s fruit. So much fiumber one, 
so much num ber tw o ; and it would be a 
good plan to reject all below num ber two, 
for that would raise the reputation of the 
Association. Then it would be simple to 
make au equitable division. 
Let each 
shipper receive his proportion of number 
one receipts as he shipped pounds of num ­ 
ber one fruit, and so as to num ber two. 
The large dealers who have a monopoly of 
the trade now are opposed to the co-oper­ 
ative plan, and further, they are opposed 
to any change. They say now that the 
m arket East has had all tlie fruit it can 
handle. I believe it has. too, at the high 
rates that have been charged, for there are 
mighty few of the 50,000,1)00 people East 
who can afford to buy cherries at ninety 
cents a pound. They don’t desire any re­ 
duction in rates, but that is their affair. 
"The co-operative plan is distasteful to 
dealers and speculators, because it puts the 
fruit-growers on even terms with them­ 
selves. 
The speculators are well advised 
as to Eastern markets. 
They know where 
fruit can be sold and about what for. This 
information is a great advantage to them ; 
it is their stock in trade, and they speculate 
upon it. 
If a co-operative society has 
agents in the East to get this very inform­ 
ation, the speculator will cease to have 
things all his own way. 
I am confident 
that much of the verbal opposition comes 
from large dealers. 
They see in the co­ 
operative plan a formidable competition, 
and they see that it will, if worked out 
properly, give the highest price to the Cali­ 
fornia fruit-raiser. and the lowest ¡¿rice 
possible to the Eastern consumer, 
if a 
fruit-grower is so situated that he is forced 
to sell at the nearest m arket for what his 
fruit will bring, no plan in the world will 
put him on an equality with the man who 
can afford to look further fora m arket. They 
talk about quarter car aud half car ship­ 
ments, and a good deal of nonsense has 
been uttered about that. 
The m en who 
have been talking about promiscuous ship­ 
ments in [iarts of cars don’t understand 
the subject. And let me say now, that the 
com|iany does not care a cent how many l 
men’s lots of fruit go to make up a car, 
provided the car has only 
one 
des­ 
tination. 
Suppose A, 
B. C 
and D 
each 
tuke 
a 
quarter of a 
ear. 
A 
consigns to Nebraska, B to Chicago, C to 
St. Paul and D to Cincinnati. 
This is 
on a fast train, remember, going through 
on passenger time. 
\Ye could not hold the 
whole train to unpack a quarter car, but 
would have to side-track the ear at Omaha 
and unload the Nebraska lot. 
The car 
would have to wait for the next train to 
haul it up to St. Paul, and then more side­ 
tracking and waiting before it could be 
sent down to Chicago. I ’d like to know 
in what condition tlie lot for Cincinnati 
would be when it got there, and I’d ask, 
also, how C and D would like to have their 
fruit side-tracked while A and B's lots 
were unloaded? We don't care how they 
divide the cars np so long as tlie fruit iii 
one car all goes to the same point, but we 
can’t keep a train waiting to unload part of 
a car. and any suggestions that we can or 
ought to do so is nonsense. If the fruit­ 
growers of California cannot afford to take 
the risk of their own shipments East, it 
will surprise me to hear it, and if they can 
so afford, it is surely better for them to 
ship on a plan of intelligent co-operation 
than to dum p their products on tlie market 
indiscriminately and engage in a cutthroat 
competition with each other. The onlv 
other alternative is to leave the trade in 
the hands of a few large dealers, who will 
not [iay the grower any more than the 
lowest figure, and take advantage of super­ 
ior information to grind him down and 
have a greater interest in increasing their 
profits than in increasing tlie trade and 
developing the Stale. 
Individual ship­ 
ments must often be ill-advised and cannot 
fail to result in loss.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Selunu L iquor to B oys.—The Wood­ 
land Mail of yesterday had an article re­ 
ferring to boys being allowed to frequent 
places where liquor is sold—a matter which 
applies equally well to Sacramento. The 
Mail saya: * 'We have seen in saloons in 
this town mere boys fifteen and sixteen 
year of age passing hour after hour at cards 
and other games of chance, drinking, etc., 
when at their age the time should be passed 
with their books, or some other method of 
self-improvement. * * 
In Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, and several other 
States and Territories in which the writer 
has been, this point is met by legislative 
enactment. A saloon-keeper forfeits his 
license if he permits minors to frequent his 
place. In those commonwealths a callow 
iad shows liis tace inside of a saloon and 
he is immediately shown the door. In the 
absence of such a regulation in California 
the remedy for this evil rests with the 
liquor dealers themselves, and we ask of 
the saloon-keepers of Woodland to take 
this matter into consideration, and firmly 
and politely notify all youthful would-be 
(Wistomers that their presence is not want­ 
ed.'' The Mail evidently has lost sight of 
the section of the renal Code, which pro­ 
vides as follows : “ Every person who sells 
or gives to another under the age of 10 
years, to be by him drank at the time as a 
beverage, any intoxicating drink, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $100, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding three 
months. Nothing in this Act shall he 
deemed to apply to parents ol such chil­ 
dren. or guardians of their wards, or phy­ 
sicians."
